This brochure has been prepared by the Stu- 
dent Assistance Directorate, Department of the 
Secretary of State of Canada, to assist Canadians 
seeking financial aid for postsecondary studies. 


In Canada, financial aid for education, training 
and research 1s available from the Government of 
Canada, the provincial and territorial govern- 
ments, and private sources. This brochure indi- 
cates the major federal government programs 
available to qualifying Canadian citizens and per- 
manent residents for postsecondary studies. 

Some awards are for specific fields of interest and 
are tenable only in Canada, while others are 
broader in application and are tenable in Canada 
or abroad. It is left to the individual applicant to 
investigate all sources and to verify eligibility cri- 
teria and application deadline dates. 


Information given under each program listed 
in this brochure includes the level of study, gen- 
eral information about eligibility, entitlement and 
portability and an address to contact for further 
information. Most amounts mentioned in the 
brochure are applicable to the 1986 — 87 pro- 
gram year.

Canada Mortgage and Housing 
Corporation (CMHC) 


University Scholarships 


Scholarships are awarded by Canada Mortgage 
and Housing Corporation for full-time study in 
various fields related to housing in its urban ‘and 
regional context. It is of particular interest to in- 
dividuals in the fields of architecture, business 
and public administration, economics, environ- 
mental studies, engineering, law, urban planning 
and the social and behavioral sciences. 


Eligibility 


@ Must be a Canadian citizen or a permanent 
resident. 


e As the program is funded by the Canadian 
government, CMHC scholars may not hold 
awards from any other Government of Canada 
source, but may, with the permission of CMHC, 
accept additional fellowship assistance from 
sources other than the Government of Canada. 

@ Awards are made through a national compe- 
tition to students enrolled in master’s and doc- 
toral degree programs. 


Entitlement 


The scholarship entitlement is $11,000, which 
is to cover all expenses, including tuition fees. 
Scholarships are awarded for 12 months and pay- 
ment is made in three equal instalments. 


Portability 


The student may apply for renewal of the 
scholarship as many as three times. Scholarships 
are awarded for one year, and are for studies at 
Canadian and foreign universities.

Canadian International Development 


Agency (CIDA) 


CIDA Scholarship Program for 
Canadians 
(Postgraduate) 

The objective of this program is to assist indi- 
viduals wishing to pursue a career in the field of 
international development or co-operation. 
Eligibility 

® Must be a Canadian citizen who has com- 
pleted an undergraduate program of studies and 
intends to pursue an active career in international 
development work (Ph.D. students are not 
eligible). 

@ Each applicant must develop a program of 
academic studies combined with fieldwork in one 
or more of the developing countries or a research 
project undertaken principally in one or more of 
the developing countries. 


Entitlement 

Up to $15,000 per annum to cover living ex- 
penses, project related travel, research costs, 
books and tuition fees. The duration of the award 
may be for one year or up to two years, according 
to the nature of the proposed program and the 
progress of the applicant.

Employment and Immigration Canada 


National Institutional Training 
Program 


Under this program, the Canada Employment 
and Immigration Commission, in close co-opera- 
tion with provincial/territorial authorities, offers 
employment-oriented courses to adults who need 
this kind of assistance. The objective of the pro- 
gram 1s to help satisfy the needs of the economy 


for skilled workers while increasing worker’s em- 
ployability and/or earning capacity. 


Eligibility 
@ Trainees must be adults. Selection is made 
on the basis of current qualifications, aptitudes, 


interests, and occupational goals. In specific cir- 
cumstances, courses may last up to 80 weeks but 
must not be designed for university credit. 


Entitlement 


Most trainees attending full-time courses under 
the program qualify for either UI benefits or 
training allowances for the duration of training.

Most courses are given at public colleges and 
schools in Canada. In some cases, courses may 
also be purchased from private institutions.

Health and Welfare Canada 


M.Sc. and Ph.D. Fellowships 

These fellowships, offered on a competitive ba- 
sis by the National Health Research and Devel- 
opment Program, are sponsored and adminis- 
tered by Health and Welfare Canada. The 
purpose is to provide support for highly qualified 
graduate students who are undertaking full-time 
training leading to an M.Sc. (or equivalent) or 
Ph.D. (or equivalent) degree in research fields 
closely related to health care or public health, 
such as health economics, epidemiology, biosta- 
tistics and medical sociology but excluding basic 
biomedical and clinical sciences. 

Eligibility 

@ Must be a Canadian citizen or permanent 
resident. 

® Candidates must have high academic stand- 
ing, show potential ability in research and make a 
commitment to engage in research in Canada 
upon completion of training. 

@ Applicants must hold an honors bachelor’s 
degree (or equivalent), but may apply if they are 
about to receive their degree; or they must hold a 
professional degree (e.g. M.D., D.D.S., B.Sc.N., 
B. Pharm., B.P.T., etc.); or they must already be 
enrolled full-time in a master’s or Ph.D. program. 


Entitlement 


Basic stipends for support in 1986 — 87 from 
$12,205 to $25,890 depending on qualifications 
and level of study. Stipends may be supple- 
mented on the basis of related experience and 
training. 

An annual $1,600 composite research and 
travel allowance. Reimbursement for tuition fees 
in excess of $1,000. 

M.Sc. Fellowships are tenable for a maximum 
of two years, and Ph.D. Fellowships for a maxi- 
mum of four years. The total period of support 
to any one individual is five years.

Postdoctoral Fellowships 


These fellowships are offered on a competitive 
basis for a non-renewable period of two years, to 
provide support for highly qualified candidates 
who have recently completed their formal re- 
search training and wish to acquire further expe- 
rience in an established health research setting. 


Eligibility 
@ Must be a Canadian citizen or permanent 
resident. 


@ Applicants must hold a Ph.D. (or equivalent 
research doctorate); or must hold an M.D./ 
D.D.S. plus a research degree in an appropriate 
health field (min. M.Sc. or equivalent); and must 
be prepared to acquire supervised experience in 
health research (excluding the basic biomedical 
and clinical sciences) in a setting other than that 
where their Ph.D. or previous research qualifica- 
tions were earned.

National Welfare Fellowships 
(Postgraduate) 


The Department of National Health and Wel- 
fare annually offers 15 fellowships for doctoral 
study in social work. These are intended to de- 
velop leadership in the field of social welfare by 
increasing the personnel resources necessary for 
such areas as teaching, research, policy planning, 
admunistration and direct practice. 

These fellowships are available to persons with 
professional ability of a high order, and with a 
demonstrated capacity to give leadership in the 
welfare field, for full-time study leading to a doc- 
torate.

Postsecondary Education Assistance 
Program for Canadian Indians and

This program is funded by the Department of 
Indian and Northern Affairs and administered by 
that department and by specific Indian education 
authorities. The program makes postsecondary 
education more accessible to and improves em- 
ployability of registered Canadian Indians and

University and College Entrance 
Preparation Program (UCEP) 

The department provides financial assistance to 
Registered Indian and Inuit students who are en- 
rolled in University and College Entrance Prepa- 
ration (UCEP) programs offered by Canadian 
universities and community colleges for students 
to attain the academic level required for entrance 
to degree and diploma credit programs.

@ must have not been financially assisted pre- 
viously by the department for postsecondary pro- 
grams. Exemptions to this condition may be 
made for medical reasons.

The purpose of the program 1s to increase the 
body of knowledge on labor matters and to stim- 
ulate greater interest in this field in Canada 
among scholars. The research may be on the eco- 
nomic, industrial relations, social and other as- 
pects of labor. Applications are evaluated by the 
University Research Committee on the basis of 
subject matter, methodology and relevance of the 
project, contributions of expected results and 
qualifications of the applicant. An application 
form, curriculum vitae, two reference letters and 
outline of the research project must be submitted 
to the Secretary of the University Research Com- 
mittee by January 15.

(Postgraduate) 

Grants-in-aid of research are made by the Med- 
ical Research Council to individuals holding aca- 
demic appointments in Canadian schools of med- 
icine, dentistry, nursing, optometry or pharmacy. 
These grants are designed to assist in defraying 
the direct costs of research: materials and sup- 
plies, assistants, equipment, etc. Assistants are 
either technicians, professional assistants or per- 
sons engaged in research training. 

Eligibility 

@ Graduate students may receive stipends dur- 
ing the first five years of research training. They 
must be registered as full-time students for an 
M.Sc. or Ph.D. degree and be Canadian citizens 
or permanent residents. 

@ Those with Ph.D. degrees may receive sti- 
pends only during the first three years of post- 
doctoral training. 

@ Those with professional degrees (M.D., 
D.D.S., D.V.M.) may receive stipends during 
their first four years of research training.

Centennial Fellowships 


Centennial fellowships for full-time training in 
research 1n the health sciences are offered by the 
Medical Research Council to a limited number of 
young men and women of special academic dis- 
tinction who wish to broaden their fields of inter- 


est and thus equip themselves for independent 
work in clinical investigation or interdisciplinary 
research.

Summer Undergraduate Research 
Scholarships 
(Summer Scholars) 

The Medical Research Council provides a 
number of scholarships annually in each Cana- 
dian school of medicine, dentistry, and pharmacy 
to enable undergraduates to gain research train- 
ing during the summer months. 


Eligibility 

@ Candidates must have completed the first 
year of study in a professional school and must 
rank in the top 20% of their class. 


Entitlement 


Summer Scholars registered in an undergradu- 
ate program in medicine, dentistry or pharmacy 
are entitled to a stipend of $1,000 per month. 
Those registered in a program leading to both a 
professional degree and a graduate degree (1.¢. 
M.D./M.Sc., M.D./Ph.D., D.D.S./M.Sc., 
D.D.S./Ph.D.) may be paid a stipend of $1,400 


per month if the summer work 1s directly related 
to the requirements for the graduate degree. 
Summer Scholarships may not be held for a pe- 
riod of more than three months in one fiscal year.

This program is sponsored and administered 
by the Department of National Defence for the 
purpose of developing selected civilian candidates 
for service as career officers in the regular force.

@ Must be a Canadian citizen, preferred age 
range between 16 and 21, meet established medi- 
cal standards, pass an entrance test and meet the 


admission requirements of a Canadian Military 
College (CMC) or a civil university. 


Entitlement 

Up to five years at approximately $685 per 
month. Tuition and other compulsory fees as 
well as books and instruments are paid by the Ca- 
nadian Forces. In return, a graduate of the plan 
must serve for four years, except pilots and navi- 
gators who must serve five years, following grad- 
uation.

(Undergraduate) 


This plan is administered by the department to 
educate and train civilian candidates for service as 
dental officers in the Canadian Forces.

years of a course in dentistry at a Canadian uni- 
versity. Must meet established medical standards.

In return, a graduate must serve for three 
or four years, depending upon the period of sub- 
sidization.

Medical Officer Training Plan 
(MOTP) 


(Undergraduate) 


This program subsidizes medical training to 
provide doctors to serve in the Canadian Forces.

stitutions.

@ The monitor, under the supervision of a 
teacher, spends six to eight hours per week help- 
ing students studying their second official lan- 
guage or, in the case of minority language stu- 
dents, their first official language. Full-time 
monitors work 25 hours a week. These monitors 
must have completed at least two years of post- 
secondary studies.

The monitor receives $3,000 for eight months 
participation in the program. 

Monitors are also reimbursed for the price of 
one return trip between their province of resi- 
dence and the host province. 


The monitors working 25 hours a week receive 
$8,000 for 10 months participation in the pro- 
gram. They also receive a settling-in allowance 
and are reimbursed for the price of two return 
trips between their province of residence and the 
host province.

@ Minority official language students from 
outside Quebec who have completed their penul- 
timate year of secondary studies, and wish to par- 
ticipate in the first language immersion course, 
are also eligible.

Transport University Fellowship 


The Transport University Fellowship supports 
and encourages transportation studies at Cana- 
dian universities to ensure an adequate flow of 
graduate students to meet the demands of the 
Canadian private and public sectors and universi- 
ties. The Industrial Fellowship has been estab- 
lished to encourage transportation professionals 
to return to university to update and/or broaden 
their qualifications. 

Eligibility 

@ Must be full-time graduate students, as de- 
fined by the university. 

@ Must be a Canadian citizen or permanent 
resident. 

@ Must be working toward a doctorate or a 
master’s (or equivalent) degree for which there is 
a thesis requirement. A student enrolled in a rec- 
ognized graduate transportation program may 


substitute a research project for the thesis re- 
quirement.

Over the 12-month period, the fellow receives 
a personal stipend as follows:

The 
student pays tuition fees. 

The total value of fellowship and scholarship 
assistance from all sources, Canadian and non- 
Canadian, held by a Transport University Fellow 
cannot exceed $15,000 per annum. 


A fellowship for a master’s degree candidate is 
not renewable. A fellowship for a doctoral candi- 
date may be renewed, as often as twice, for addi- 
tional periods of 12 months.
